2. i/e would like to stress the usefulness of relating 
economic policies and institutions in Latin America to the 
problems tod prospects for economic developaent . It would 
therefore sees desirable for Section 6 on Economic: Potential 
to consider not only the countries' domestic resources and 
policies but also the econoaie systems that the governments 
must work with or somehow try to reform. 

3* The potential roles of the Soviet Union, Cosaunist 
China, and Cuba — which it is said will be given particular 
attention — deserve study bat should not be given an ex- 
aggerated importance . Fending off Ccsasunist influence in 
the area ; perhaps raises fewer problems for US policy than 
such matt are as promoting political stability, social reform, 
and disciplined economic development programs. 
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
